CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This body shall be known as the VIRGINIA PORTSMOUTH 


BaApTisT ASSOCIATION. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Article 2. It shall be composed of white male delegates, elected by 
the churches connected with this body, and all ordained ministers who 
are members of, or laboring in connection with said churches. Each 
church of one hundred members and under shall be entitled to two dele- 
gates, and for every additional one hundred members an additional dele- 
gate. No church shall have more than four delegates. | 


OBJECTS. 


Article 3. The objects shall be to devise and recommend measures for 
increasing the harmony, the intelligence and the spirtual power of the 
churches, and for developing and directing their energies, their resources 
and their gifts, in advancing the Redeemer’s kingdom in the earth. 


POWERS AND PREROGATIVES. 


Article 4. The Association shall have no power to infringe upon the 
sovereignty or rights of thechurches. Itisneitheran ecclesiastical legis- 
jJature, nor council, nor court of appeals. It may advise the churches, 
and recommend measures of usefulness for their adoption, but cannot 
bind them in any way. Yet, in view of the combined wisdom, piety 
and intelligence of the body, it may justly claim for itself, for its objects, 
and for its recommendations the very highest consideration and regard. 

Article 5. The Association may dissolve connection withany church 
that becomes heterodox in doctrine or disorderly in practice, or that fails 
to represent itself, either by delegate or letter, more than two successive 
- gessions, without sufficient reasons or that treats with contempt its ob- 
jects and requirements, or upon application of a church for its dismission.

RIGHTS OF THE CHURCHES. 


Article 6. Each individual church shall hold and exercise all the 
functions of an independent church of Jesus Christ. As constituent. 
members of the Association, the churches shall have the right to advice 
when desired in a case of difficulty, and suggest plans of usefulness to 
be adopted. If at any time the Association shall assume unwarranted 
powers over the churches, they shall have the right to dissolve their con- 
nection with the body. 


DUTIES OF THE CHURCHES. 


Article 7. It shall be the duty of the churches to appoint as delegates, 
as far as practicable, their most capable members, to insist upon their 
attendance, and to send by them a contribution to the Associaton Fund 
to pay for the printing of the Minutes and other necessary expenses. 

Article 8. It shall be the duty of each church to send annually a let- 
ter to the Association giving: 1. Location; 2. The names of the pastor 
and clerk and their respective postoffices; 3. The Sabbaths of regular 
service; 4. The church statistics, including the number baptized, re- 

ceived by letter, restored, dismissed, deceased, expelled, and aggregate 
membership, male and female, 5. Sabbath School statistics; 6. Amount 
 eontributed to benevolent objects and the Association Fund; 7. Names 
of the Delegates and Alternates; 8. Any other information deemed of 
special importance. 
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ORGANIZATION. 


Article 9. The officers of the Assoviation shall be a Moderator, Vice- 
Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer; who shall be elected at each annual 
session, after the names of the delegates are enrolled, and shall continue 
in office until the next annual session. ~ As soon as the officers have 
taken their seats, the body shall be declared organized and ready for 
business. 

: DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Article 10. It shal] be the duty of the Moderator to open the meeting 
punctually at the time appointed, toenforce the rules, to preserve order, 
and to exercise all the prerogatives of a presiding officer according to the 
principles of established parliamentary usage. 

Article 11. 1t shall be the duty of the Vice-Moderator to discharge 
the duties of the Moderator in his absence. 

Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a faithful record 
of the proceedings of the body and superintend the printing and distri- 
bution of the same; and to keep on file the printed minutes and other’ 
important documents belonging to the body. He may appoint an as- 
sistant when necessary. 

Article 13. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and disburse 
the money contributed to the Association Fund, as directed by the body, 
and to make an annual report of same. 

Article 14. This Constitution may be altered at any annual session of 


the body by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. : 


RULES OF ORDER. 


Ist. The Association shall convene annually at the time and place of its 
own selection. . 

2yd. During each annual session it shall meet and adjourn from day to 
day at the hour fixed upon by the body. 

3rd. All the meetings of the Association shall be opened and closed with re- 
ligious exercises. 

4th. A majority of the members present shall be a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. 

5th. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, nor longer 
than twenty minutes, without permission from the body. | 

5th. No member shall be allowed to stand up, talk, read or move about the 
house during the business, except to gain or impart information on the sub- 
ject under discussion. 

7th. No committee shall be in session during the hours of business without 
permission of the body. 

8th. The business of the Association shall be as follows: 1. Read and enroll 
names of Delegates and of Ordained Ministers. 2. Organize. 3. Appoint 
Committees on Program, Religious Exercises and Finance. 4. Introductory 
sermon. 5. Invite Visiting Brethren and Corresponding Messengers to seats. 
6. Call the names of those churches that failed to represent themselves at the 
previous session, and inquire their reason for such failure. 7. Reception 
of New Churches. 8. Reports of Standing Committees. 9. Appoint Com- 
mittees on Time, Place, Preacher and Alternate for Introductory Sermon, 
also Preacher and Alternate for Doctrinal Sermon. 10. Time of Preaching 
the Doctrinal Sermon shall be appointed by the Association. 11. Receive 
reports of other committees. 12 Miscellaneous Business shall be provided for 
at the pleasure of the Association. 

9th. All questions of order not herein provided for shall be décided by 
rules of Mell’s Parliamentary Practice, _

‘The work of the Home Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Convention 
Judes within its scope the destitute sections within its own territory, and 
The Board is paying the salaries, or assisting to do so, of some 1,400 mis- 
‘gionaries. About 20 evangelists are working under its auspices. It controls 
some 25 or 30 mountain schools, employing about 130 teachers. In these 
hools are some 5,000 young people being educated. In the judgment of 
ur committee no more important work is being done by the Board than its 
rk in these mountain sehools. 

Some 45 or 50 of our Home Missionaries are working exclusively among the 
reigners within our bounds—one of whom is located In Norfolk, Miss Mar- 


rite Tweedy, whose work moves on with such hopeful encouragement and 
_ satisfaction. : 
Its work in (Cuba?) is a work of growing success. The rapid development 
the South, with new towns and cities springing up on every hand, with a 
population growing more dense and complex every day, lays an obligation 
upon our Home Board which we cannot afford to disregard. 
_ The social and religious life of the South for the future depends in no small 
measure upon the Home Mission endeavors of the various Protestant denomi- 
ations of the South.

A report, after a careful consideration of the matter for the appointment _

When the school was ready to begin its work our present efficient anda 
noble Clerk was made its first Superintendent and the second, and the — 2s 
present Superintendent is also an old Portsmouth Association man, Rey. — 
C. L. Corbitt. But this brief historical sketch furnishes comparatively 
a poor reason why we should Support this Orphanage when we consider — 
the great need of the Orphanage for the support of about 175 children, — 4 
their training, education, clothing and food. Such efficient work and 
excellent training has been done by the management of this institution, 
that in some instances it is a very difficult matter to secure one of the - < 
graduates, because they can so easily get good homes and enter business — 2 
for their own support, they being so well fitted for the different callings 4 
of life. 3 
The 12th of October has been selected as a Labor Day, and every friend a 
of the institution in the State is requested to give the proceeds of that — 
day for the uses of the Home. The churches and Sunday Schools are — 
urged to bring this matter before their people, and church and Sunday 
School officials are requested to press this matter to the hearts of our 
brethren. - We earnestly hope that our people will respond liberally to 
the pleadings of the officials of the Orphanage. This will not hurt 
any of our Boards. But this Orphanage matter will prove to be in the 
future, as it has in the past, an opening wedge, which will enter our 
hearts and pocket- books and be a source of rejoicing as we help every 
other good cause.

Report of Committee on Education. 


The Education Board had under its care last session fifty young men, 
2 _ forty-four of whom pursued their studies at Richmond College and six 
i at the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. 

_ The Board closed the year free of debt, but were enabled to do this by 
"reason of the fact of a balance in the treasury brought over from the 
preceding year. 

+ _ The churches did not give within $1,000 of the necessary amount to pay 
expenses for the session. Therefore the need of the hour is more money 
and an increased contribution from the churches during the next year. 
- It is no small thing for the Baptist churches of our Association to have 
ba share in this work of training young men for the service of the Master. 
This part of our work must be carried on in Faith. 

- Weare not to establish this work because of a spirit of rivalry with 
_ other denominations, or even from the point of view of imitation, setting 
in motion like schemes or machinery. But the standards of our denom- 
Beraticnal work must be erected in faith: Faith is the victory that en- 
P abies us to overcome all opposing to an educated and well-trained min- 
i __ istry.

ae A study of the history of missions reveals the fact that every Missionary 
oi Movement organization or society during the past nineteen centuries has been 
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. u t of an awakening of afew devout Christians to the true import of that great 
omm ission “‘Go ye therefore and teach all nations,” and a realization of the 
act that this command was being almost totally ignored by a great majority 
} church members® In fact the success and progress of missions to this date 
jas been due chiefly to the clergy and a very few devout Christians. The 
ast majority being erossly ignorant, as well as indifferent, to this great work 
con nitted to them, have remained seemingly unconscious of their opportuni- 
ies and consequent obligations. : 
¢ The Laymen’s Missionary Movement is only another plan inaugurated by 
i band of consecrated Christians, who, as others have done before them, 
rea zing the obligation resting on the Church, and earnestly desiring to awaken 
the heart and conscience of every Christian, devised this plan with that pur- 
nose In view. | 


Because of its breadth, including as it does all branches of Christian en- 
deavor. Because of its simplicity, its only rule being give God that which is 
due Him, and give it systematically, it is clearly apparent that the purpose 
for which it was devised, can easily be accomplished. Its success or failure

‘must depend on the enlightenment of the churches to their opportunities and 
ieir obligations, and the enlistment of their interest and activity for the ful- 

fillment of same.

It 
will be worse than the old time dead Missionary Sunday, which was often a 
‘sign al for the majority of the congregation to stay at home. On the other 
hand if a good leader or chairman can be secured for each church and an ac- 
tive Missionary Committee appointed that will push the work along the line 
as adopted by thé Laymen’s Missionary Movement, a tremendous impetus 
N ill be given to all branches of church work, and the spiritual life of each and 
ny member participating in the work will be greatly stimulated and bene- 
fitted thereby.

The Sunday Scho 10 aL 
is a very interesting feature of the work. It is held on Sunday afternoon, 
There are sixty-five on the roll, the attendance having doubled itself d ie ng 
the past year.

Here 
part of the time is given to religious teaching, such as telling Bible sto es, 
teaching scripture verses, etc. The children are taught the plain practica 
methods of sewing. They are soon able to make their own clothes. There a 
are about fifty children on roll in the Industrial School. We have also the - 
Sunbeam Band. This affords the opportunity of teaching missions. A gree " 
deal of time is given to house-to-house visiting. This not only affords a aplel 
did opportunity to gain recruits for the school, but also to become acquainte 
with the parents. Religious literature, tracts, Bibles, etc., are distributed ? 
Material aid is given them so far as it is practical. During the past year 126 0 
visits have been made among those people. Every effort is being made to in- — 
still the gospel of Christ into the hearts of these little ones, and make of them — 
strong Christian children. They are responsive and eager to learn, so it only ee | 
remains for us to give them the gospel. Many of the parents and children — 
are dissatisfied with Catholicism and are longing for something better. Much — ; 
yet remains to be done. By our prayers, efforts and gifts, let us do our part i 
in helping these foreigners in our midst. Personal contact is the best way to 
reach them. Let us show them our religion is a practical one, and that we ;

Ministers’ Relief Fund. 


The Ministers’ Relief Fund is maintained by the General Association 
tion of Virginia for the assistance of aged pastors and their dependents. 
It is not necessary to describe the scope of its objects, as they are well a 
known to all of us. Sa 

From the last report we learn that the churches throughout the State a 
contributed $5,122.13 to this fund during the year. This was bee oa 
$600.00 less than the amount paid out for relief. a 

Seventy-one persons were assisted during the year, aud when we ree 
member that 45 of these, or about 60%, were widows and orphansofour 
deceased pastors, it should appeal to the tender sentiment of ournature — _ 
and we should cheerfully open our hearts and come to their relief. a 

Investigation shows that 50% of the churches in our Portsmouth As- 
sociation do not contribute to the Ministers’ Relief Fund. This indicates 
either a lack of knowledge on the part of our churches as to the needs of 
this fund, or that the methods used for making collections do not pag — 
the desired results. a 

It is possible that some of our pastors do not advise the people of the 
needs of this fund. It is certainly true that every method and plan 
known to us have been used to induce the people to contribute to our 
various Boards, and still we fail to measure up to the = of “2a 
the situation. 

Our pastors have become adepts in urging their people to give up their 
money to meet the needs of our denominational work, but the pire 
seems to grow heavier and heavier year by year. 

It is a condition that confronts us, not a theory, and we must meet 
the condition practically. Your committee believes that we have begun 
at the wrong end in this matter of raising contributions. Wecannotex- — 
pect to raise a crop until we have cuitivated the soil in which it grows. 

It is a matter of education, not of methods. When our people have _ 
the right ideas.of Christian stewardship we shall have no trouble to get 
all the money we require for the extention of Christ’s kingdom. os 

When we realize that all we have which we call our own is given to 
us by our Heavenly Father, and that our first obligation is to return to ~ 
him that which he needs for his work, we shal] strike at the root of our 
troubles. 

Instead of making impassioned pleas to induce contributions, let our 
pastors devote their energies to teaching the truth about Christian stew- 
ardship, Let our Sunday School Training Classes make it a part of their 
curriculum, so that our Sunday School scholars may have the right 
training along this line. Let the parents of our children implant the 
truth, and teach by example that God must have his share first, and 
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the next generation of Christians will have no trouble in meeting all 
gz the financial requirements of Christ’s kingdom.
